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Response to Notice to File Corrected Application Papers 

Dear Sir: 

The following remarks are submitted in response to the Notice to File Corrected 
Application Papers (the "Notice"), which was mailed on February 25, 2010, in the above- 
referenced patent Application. The Applicants paid the issue fee in the present 
Application on February 26, 2010, but did not receive the Notice until March 1, 2010. As 
of the time of this writing, the Notice is not available on Private PAIR's Image File 
Wrapper for the present Application. Therefore, at the time of paying the issue fee, the 
Applicants were not aware of the present issues cited in the Notice. The Notice states 
that Figures 3, 3c, 4, 6, and 15 contain unreadable data. Appropriate replacement 
drawings are submitted herewith. In addition, and as required, a copy of the Notice is 
also submitted herewith. 

In preparing the replacement drawings for submission, the Applicants have 
discovered several other Figures, though not objected to now or during prosecution, that 
are somewhat lacking in clarity. Therefore, in addition to the requested replacement 
drawings, the Applicants are also submitting replacement sheets for Figures 1, 2, 3a, 3b, 
5, 7-14, 16-21, 23, and 24. These Figures have not yet been objected to by anyone in the 
patent office, however, the Applicants believe that the submitted replacement drawings 
are of much better quality and clarity, and will better serve the public disclosure aspect of 
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the issued patent. The undersigned has personally reviewed the originally filed drawings 
and compared them to the replacement drawings submitted herewith, and believes that 
the replacement drawings contain no new matter. As stated, the replacement Figures are 
simply a better, clearer reproduction of originally filed drawings. 

In addition to the reasons stated above, the present application is a parent of 
continuing U.S. Patent App. Nos. 1 1/361,131 and 1 1/362,424, both filed on February 24, 
2006. During prosecution of the ' 13 1 and '424 applications, the Figures at issue with the 
present Notice, as well as the additional Figures that the Applicant wishes to replace 
herein, were replaced on July 13, 2006. These replacement drawings of July 13, 2006 
were of a better quality and clarity than those originally filed in their respective 
applications. Those replacement drawings were not found to contain any new matter in 
the continuing applications. 

The Figures submitted herewith are believed to be mere reproductions of those 
submitted on July 13, 2006 in the '131 and '424 applications. Therefore, the replacement 
drawings submitted herewith similarly do not contain new matter. 

The Applicants thank the Office for bringing these issues to their attention, and, 
since the issue fee has already been paid, respectfully request prompt entry of 
replacement Figures 1-21, 23, and 24 into the record and issuance of the above-cited 
Application.
